Columbus, Jan. 13.—Governor James 


M. Cox, in his first message delivered 
to the members ol' the Kighty-Thirc 
General Assembly at noon today upon 
the pcoasion of his inauguration for £ 
tillrtl term, recommended: 


1. That means be found and meth 
ods provided to bring financial relief to 
county, municipal and school govern- 
ments without breaking down the prin- 
ciple of the Smith one per cent law. 


2. That prohibition of the sale of 


liquor be strictly enforced, the enforce- 
ment to be with the public officers in 
local communities in the first instance. 
That a vigilant eye should be kept on 
enforcement by the state, and power of 
removal from office should be given the 
governor in case of delinquency. 


3. That congress be petitioned to pro- 


vide for "transporting across the seas 
with no privilege to return" of German 
propagandists now interned after they 
have been given the right of appeal 


'. from sentence which they are now serv- 
ing and found to be disloyal, and that 
the statute books of Ohio be purged of 
pro-German laws. 


4. That the Ohio National Guards be 
re-established under existing laws, when 
the Ohio .troops now in federal service 
are mustered out. 
These are the high spots of the mes- 
sage of more than 10,000 words which 
was read to the legislators, assembled 
in joint session, immediately following 
t'hft governor's inaugural ceremonies. 
The governor opened with a tribute 
to the soldiers who .made the supreme 
sacrifice and those who pledged them- 
selves to do so if necessary, and then 
plunged into the subject of finance. 
"The pressing problem before the legis- 
lature is that of providing financial re: 
]ief 
to 
counties, municipalities and 
school 
flfstriets, and authorizing the 
means of ' restoring to the state the 
revenues which will be lost through 
the prohibition amendment," said the 
•governor. • This •. loss of revenue 
was 
estimated." by the governor at $6,509,000. 
A'-concrete plan of taxation to in- 
crease revenues, the governor pointed 
out. must awaft decision of the su- 
preme court on the classification tax 
amendement. The governor' pointed out 
that the government of Ohio has been 
operated at a lower per capita cost 
than Michigan, Pennsylvania,. Wiscon- 
sin or Indiana. 
The message recom- 


mended a change in the state budget 
system by constitutional amendement, 
adopting the plan of budgets which 
operates in municipalities. 
Touching on the subject of • a state 
military force to take the place of the 
National Guard, the governor "said no 
legislation will be necessary to re-estab- 
lish a National Guard after the 37th 
Division (Formerly the Ohio National

Paris, Jan. 13. — The first actual ses- 


sion of the pence congress is being held 
oday although it is officially desig- 
lated as onp of the series of conversa- 
ion for laying the ground work for the 
structure which will later be presented 
o the formal assembly of the delegates 
of all the nations. 


Today's meeting will probably deal 
vtth the important question of the or- 
ganization by which the peace congress 
vill function. 
It is also expected to 
nake a start toward a decision on the 
question uppermost in the public eye — 
vhether the sessions will be under the 
ull observation of the world or whether 
hey will be secret.' 


Nothing has developed to alter the 
tatement that the American delegates 
ire primarily concerned with the crea- 
ion of a league of nations and the mak- 
ng\ of a just peace. Territorial ambi- 
ions. local quarrels and rivalry for 
iconomic advantages among the Euro- 
lean delegates are secondary in the 
minds of the Americans who are con- 
erned only with the assurance that 
hese details, when worked out, will 
tiuare the principles to be laid down 
or the preservation of peace. 
Reports that the American delega- 
ion has agreed on a working plan for 
i league of nations and that it will be 
ne of the first things to be laid before 
he congress, have been current in 
'aris. All outward evidences in official' 
uarters point in the other direction,- 
t is known that as late as President 
Vilson's return from Italy he was not 
ireharal to lay down a working plan 
nd' that he .preferred to have other 
•Ions originating among the entenie 
elegates offered first. It was felt that 
tich a procedure, besides having a tac? 
ical advantage, would show desirable 
eference to the European statesmen 
:avlng plans to submit. 
: 


At the same time it is known that. 
•Ir. Wilson has selected. five rnen con; 
ected with the American mission, rec- 
gnized experts iri Intel-national law, to 
raw up a tentative plan \vhich he could 
ompare with its own idea. 
Out of the whole it was hoped to 
rarne some concrete proposition repre"- 
enting the best ideas of the American 
elegation. 
These men have not .fin- 


;hed their work and unless the presi- 
ent. withotit-consultation has prepared 
plan which he is willing to put for- 


vard as that of the United States, there 


now no such thing as definitely ac- 
epted plans. 
:It is .recalled by an international 
iwyer working on the problem that all 
rejects of this sort are to a pertain 
xtent inspired by precedent and ' that 
t is always desirable to utilize what is 
vailable from the work of previous 
onferences which have struggled to 
volve plans to prevent war. 
Naturally those studying' the problem 
urn to, the proceedings of The Hague 
onferences. especially the second, and 


will be found when the present peace 
ongress irets under way. that a great 
e:;l of the structure of that conference 
ill be utilized. 
It is probable that 


•ilh this will be coupled the plan of 
Villiam .T. TJryan. calling for a year's 
ivestigation of disputes before a decla- 
ation of war.

is not intended in any way to 
take the place of the subscription 
being asked for relief and. re- 
habilitation in the Near East," 
President 
Wilson 
cabled 
to . 


Cleveland H. Dodge, treasurer of 
the Armenian Relief Committee. 
"I hope that this subscription 
will 
not in any way be inter- 


rupted. 
The need is immediate 


and very great. 
"(Signed) WOODROW WILSON." 
Herbert Hoover, American food ad- 


ministrator, also cabled from Europe, 
urging that the government's ?100r- 
000,000 food relief program should in 
no way interfere with the relief work 
planned by the Armenian and Syrian 
Relief Committee in the Kear East. 
His cablegram follows: 


"The world relief program now 


being developed by the United 
States and the 
allies contem- 


plates that while the bulk of the 
relief work to be done will be 
financed by the countries affect- 
ed, through the medium of loans 
or other government assistance, 
nevertheless distress and suffer- 
ing exists in many areas where 
payment for relief supplies can 
not be made. These charity cases 
will still urgently need private 
benevolence. 


"This is the situation with r«- 


gard to the Armenians. There is 
probably no greater suffering to- 
day than among the persecuted 
peoples of Asia Minor, who have 
no other funds and can not secure 
government loans and have no 
credit. It is to aid this distress- 
ing situation that your Commit- 
tee for Armenian and Syrian Re- 
lief i* making its appeal to the 
generosity of the American peo- 
, pie. With your financing accom- 
plished, 
your committee repre- 


senting these stricken people can 
come under the direction of the 
new interallied world relief or- 
ganization and will receive its 
co-operation 
in the

Natives of Rtmatara Ascribe Their Es- 


cape Prom Death to Miraculous 


Interposition. 


"Saved by the hand of God," Is tho 


v» y the nine mi tiros composing tho 
crow of the 80-ton schooner Oroimum 
chiinu'terlse their escnpo from death, 
aftor having drifted holplossly T>0 days 
on one of the loneliest bits of oceuii 
lu the seven sens. 


When the wreck of the Oromana 


was towed Into Papeete harbor, Tahiti, 
one of the most remarkable voyages 
known in these waters was completed. 
The vessel, a two-masted schooner, 
owned by natives of Rlmatara, an 
Islam! about 300 miles southwest of 
Tahiti, left her home port, without 
cargo, bound for. the island of Iturutu, 
in the same group, where she wns to 
undergo repairs and take cargo of 
copra for Tahiti. 


Two days out, she was struck by a 


storm, which carried a way both her 
masts and later her rudder, leaving 
her a helpless derelict. 


With never a glii«p«e of land or sail 


to give, a ray of hope, the Oromana 
arifted«for-50:days. After 13 days the 
supply of food was pone. The natives 
managed to catch a shark with hook 
and line. This lasted them five days. 
The rest of the time they had no food. 
An occasional shower prevented death 
from thirst 


Then the "miracle" happened. 
The 


mountains of Tahiti rose slowly over 
the horizon.
